“ D aisy,” 
and 1 find a (jiiite general 
imjires- 
bion that it grows here in abunilance. 
Now, the fact is, 
there is but one 
tlower native to the Ihiiled States 
which has the least title lo the name 
of daisy,and lliat one does not grow 
north of about the.extrem e southern 
line of Missouri. 
T he white weed of the 
eastern 
states, a true daisy, is an iirqiorta- 
tion 
from 
Europe and is an un ­ 
sightly object to those 
who know 
what a pest it really is. 
It has be ­ 
come established 
in 
some places 
along 
the railroails of this 
state 
and I know of two such places in 
this county; but the ladies of M is­ 
souri might quite as properly take 
to raising C anada thistles to hand 
down 
for an inheritance to tlieir 
children, for, as an emblem, they 
would be (piite as suitable, and no 
worse 
as a nuisance.

any one state or can be said to be ­ 
long to it alone, but the prairie rose 
is quite peculiarly w'estern, though 
it has not yet been adopted by any 
state. 
A dding to this, the 
facts 
that it lends itself readily to c o n ­ 
ventional 
forms for 
artistic 
and 
decorative 
purposes;

easily cultivated, and that its next 
of kin may be obtained the w'hole 
year, we see at once that the rose
